TIL® public attention is earnestly fixed npon the enor- 
mity of the punishments now so fre quent tly inflicted on those 
who are guilty of forging or uttering the paper bubbles 
which are dignified with the name of currency. The feel. 
ings of the agents of such prosecuticns, if they are cast in 
the mould of any thing resembling humanity, need not be 
envied. To support the system, hemicide has been lega- 
lized ; aud the name of daw has been prostituted, and per. 
verted to such a degree, that a Judge exclaims in the most 
evident astonishment, ** What! come into a Court of Jus. 
tice to talk about moral right, or moral wrong !’* There 
is something so monstrous in this, as imperiously to demand 
the public interference, lest justice should indeed perish 
beneath the load which ‘miscalled law has heaped upon her. 
The slightest reference to the origin of law will easily ena. 
bic any one bet an Eng.ish Jadge of the present day to 
comprehend that where Law is opposed to Ju sticr, that 
Law ovcntT to BE sAcrivicen—and that a Jury is not 
bound to enforce the precepts of acruel, or the princtples 
of a bad law. Laws were instituted to protect socicty— 
not to patronize monopolies, which can only exist by sacri- 
ficing the victims of the temptation held out to the miser. 
able and the unthinking. He who first proposed the pu. 
nishment of death for forgery, was only qualified to emu. 
late the fame of Draco, and zorite all his laws tn blood :-— 
and the legislature that could adopt such a ridiculous and 
outrageous recommendation ought to have been themselves 
indicted for lunacy, and whipped soundly into their senses, 
and to the proper feelings of humanity. It was a declara. 
tion of war against all the dictates of justice. Why should 
the ¢empter be permitted to pursue his avocation in secu- 
rity, and the ¢empfed be compelled to bear all the odium, 
and all the punishment! Life ought to be more precious, 
than to depend upon yielding to a seduction of so powerful 
anature. ‘The authors of the misery that prevails, 
fo be more honest, than to drive men to wretchedness, to 
tempt them into a commission of a crime, and then to seize 
the life as forfeit to their powe r; which has been overcome 
by their temptation. Nothing is easier than fo forge bunk 
notes—except the ullering of them when they are forged— 
and both are punished with the last of human sacrifices, the 
punishment of death!!! Sessions after Sessions the Bank 
Dircetors multiply their victims ; and as their corses fall 
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| from the scaffold to the ground, they frame new indict. 


ments, hunt after new objects, and again send the victims 
of their temptation to arraign them at the bar of eternal 
justice, 

The complaisance of the times is such, that at the request 
of some clerk in the Bank, the poor sufferers are con. 
demned and executed witnovuTt Pproor!!! Do not start, 
reader, Such is literally the fact. No proof is asked—no 
proof is given of the forgery. Somebody, who says he can 
prove the forgery is called. He gets into the witness. box— 
calls himself a clerk in the Bank—and says the note in ques 
tion isforged. The vile necessity that exists for compliment- 
ing and flattering the Bank, has given value and force to 
these vague assertions, and they pass for proof. The Judge 
laments the enormity of the offence—the Jury agree with his 
lordship—and the man is sacrificed fo protect the Bank! 
upon the assertion of onc of the’r own servants—who merely 
declares a Jact which he is called there to prove. Before 
life is taken, the best and strongest proof that can be ob. 
tained, ought assuredly to be demandcd. Sometimes posi. 
tive proof is not to be obtained; and strong circumstances 
are necessarily admitted to supply its place. But where 
posttive proof exists, what Judge, what Jury has a right te 
be satisfied with circumstantial evidence 2 Where is the 
justification to be found, for omitting to obtain evidence 
that is known to cxist—that it is boasted does exist—but 
which is still carefully suppressed by the prosecutor !—not 
demanded by the Judge or Jury—and denied to the demand 
of the accused! This iS PROTECTING THE BANK with a 
vengeance, Suppose it should assert that all its notes were 
forgeries! and bring all its servants to assert the fact! 
What would the Judge recommend the Juries to do with the 
possessors of them? The nonor of the Bank we are told 
prevents the supposition, The honor of the Bank is worth 
nothing in the scale of public justice. Public companies 
apparently as respectable have deceived the public before— 
and the cheat may be repeated. Justice should not be a 
respecter of persons. What it would require from the poor, 
it should demand from the rich. The honor of the Bank 
should be no evidence in its favor, for that honor is not more 
to be respected than ‘he lives of those who may fall under 
its persecution. 

In many cases, the Bank, with all its honor, would be 
puzzjed to tell which of two notes it had issued.

The next thing we would avert to is, our employers have 
asserted, that if they submit to our present request, (which 
they admit is reasonable) it would not be long before we 
demanded another advance of ten hanks more. Whatever 
some individuals may have said we kuow nothing of, but 
the great majority of spinners have never said or intended 
any such thing. And we hereby declare, that we are willing 
to enter into a treaty with our employers on fair and ko. 
erourable terms. 

We believe there is no species. of labour so fraught with 
the want of natural comferts as that the spinners have to 
contend with; deprived of fresh air, and subjected to long 
coufinement in the impure atmosphere of crowded rooms, 
continually inhaling the particles of metallic or vegetable 
dust, his physical powers. become debilitated, his animal 
strength dwindles away, and few survive the meridian of life, 
and the grave is often the welcome asylum of his wocs. 
His children! but let us draw a veil over the scene ; our 
streets exhibit their miserable and decrepid forms, and any 
attempt to describe them would be impossible. 

We solemnly declare as men, as fathers, as loyal subjects, 
and well-wishers to the constitution ; (the spirit and letter 
of which will mot countenance any thing like slavery and 
oppression, ) that we cannut obtain with the greatest possible 
industry the common comforts aud necessaries of life, at the 
present low prices ; to labour hard is not an easy task, but 
to labour hard and want is impossible. Let our masters 
consult their own hearts, and as the seat of justice and hu. 
manity surely they will not much longer hesitate to grant 
our just request.

To the Editor of the Black Iwarf. 

Srr, 

It was well said by the immortal Milton, whose noble 
and expanded mind was never better engaged than whicu 
employed in the cause of liberty, ** That opinions and un. 
derstanding are not such wares as to be monopolized and 
traded in by tickets, and statutes, and standards, We must 
nut think to make a staple commodity of all the knowledge 
in the land, to mark and licence it like our broad cloth, and 
our woolpacks.’’ 

Yes, Mr. Editor, public opinion must be respected—and 
that government which respects it not, will too late per. 
ceive that the people, who constitute that public, will take 
vengeance on those whose pusilanimity and ignorance have 
for a season domineered with unlawful authority, over their 
rights and privileges.

That sessions, indeed, outdid 
in all its doings, whatever imbecility and tyranny have éhere 
before effected ; and by the cruclty and profligacy of its at- 
tacks upen the lives, and property, and rights of the people 
of England, bespoke its own downfall, and forced even the 
most loyal to acknowledge its degradation, 

It cannot, Sir, however be doubted that public principle, 
and public justice will ultimately triumph. ‘The seed may 
not soon germinate, nor the plant rapidly flourish, but the 
seeds are sown—they will appear—and ultimately increase 
to a beauteous and exhilirating prosperity.

that he considered that as the most brilliant passage in the 
life of Mr. Pitt, and his life indeed would have been brilli- 
ant, ifhe had continued uniform in the support of the opi- 
nions there expressed, and which it has been said he did 
not change. 

On the present occasion, [ shall not further calarge, but 
conclude by requesting of your readers, as they peruse the 
resolutions which follow, they will remember they contain 
the mature and deliberate scatiments of Mr. Pitt, and of 
the greatest stafesmen who have ever lived, and who have 
indeed adorned the page of English history :—and by desir. 
dng that the important principles they contain, may specdily 
fourm the basis for a radical reform of the Commens House 
of Parliament.

COPY OF RESOLUTIONS, 

Written by the Right Honorable William Pitt, in the year 
1791, recommendatory of a Reform of Parliameat, by 
means ef Universal Suffrage, 

‘¢ Whereas tke life, liberty, and property, of every man 
is, or may be, allected by the law of the Jand in which he 
lives, and cvery man is bound to pay obedience to the 
same. 

** And whereas by the constitution of this kingdom, the 

right of making laws is vested in three estates, of Ning, 

Lords, and Commons, in parliament assembled, and the 

consent of all the three estates, comprehending the whole 

community, is mecessary to make laws to bind the whole 
community. 

¢¢ And whereas the House of Commons represents all the 
commons of the realm, and the consent of the House of 
Commons binds the consent of all the commons of the realm, 
and in all cases on which the Iegislature is competent to 
decide. 

‘“ And whereas no man és or can be actually represented 
txsho hath not « vote in the election of his representative. 

‘> And whereas it is the right of every commoner of this 
realm (infants, person» of insane mind, and criminals inca. 
pacitated by law, only excepted) fo have a vote tn the elec. 
tion of the representative, who is to give his consent to the 
muking of laws, by which he is to be bound. 

‘ And whereas the number of persons who ere suffered 
to vote for electing the members of the House of Commons 
do not at this time amount to one sixth part of the whole 
commons of this realm, whereby far the greater part of the 
suid commons are deprived of their right to elect their 
representatives ; and the consent of the majority of the 
whole community to the passing of laws, is given by persons 
whom they have not delegated for such purposes; and the 
majority of the said community, ahd to which the eaid 
majority have not in fact consented by themselves, or by 
their representatives.

crstical regard for our welfare—for our good! lie! whom 
they have assailed by the blackest calumnies! We, whom 
they have loaded with irons, and mocked with the basest 
insult—the most wanton and uwafecling jests! Yes! 
they have our good at heart—they have our welfare iv 
most anspicious keeping! We sheuld indeed be eafs in 
their dungeons—and contented in the graves they would 
be solicitous to furnish! The great objects we have to 
obtain,. are to knot each other—to instruct those who differ 
with us from tgnorance—to teach those who are taught to 
suspect us that our views are what they cught to be—and 
to throw down decisively the guantiet of radical reform to 
all who have courage enough to take it up.
